NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, ihe I4lh April 1976 

S.O. 295(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of 
the Constitution, the President hereby directs that Ihe Administrator of the Union terri¬ 
tory of Arunachal Pradesh shall exercise the power to make rules in regard to the 
following matters, namely: 

(i) the method of recruitment to the Central Civil Scivices and posts Class I 
under his administrative control in connection with the affairs of the Union 
territory of Arunachal Pradesh; 

(ii) the qualifications necessary for appointment to such services and posts; 

(iii) the conditions of service of persons appointed to such services and posts for 

the purposes of probation, confirmation, seniority and piomotion: 

Provided that nothing contained in this notification shall apply to the recruitment 
rules already in force until the same are revised or superseded by the said Administra¬ 
tor under the powers conferred on him by this notification and that the powers of the 
Governor of Assam under any such rules shall be exercised by the Administrator of the 
Union territory of Arunachal Pradesh. 

2. Nothing contained in this notification shall apply to services and posts borne on 
a cadre common to two or more Union territories.
